to the Study of Magical or Infernal Arts, St. Pawl in 

his Apoſtolical Travels, about Fifty two Years aſter our 
wt; gy Lord's Birth, comes to Found, or rather Eftabliſh a Chri- 
ſtian Church ; The Rudiments of which ſeem to have 
Cap 18. been ImperteAly laid, in the Chapter betare/:;. And 

9 19-29, here he continues by the ſpace of Two Fears Baptizhug, Diſ- _ 
puting, and Working Miracles of all ſorts, not only when 
Cap. 19, perogally preſent, . but by Touching the Handkerchiefs, or 
v. 1, to Aprons of ſuch as were Sick, or Poſlſeſsd ; ſo that the 
v i2 Diſeaſes departed from thin, gnd the” Foil Spirits ' went out 


of them, 


Upon this, certain Vagabond Jews, .Exorciſts, or 
Conjurers, who had improv'd themfetves 'in theſe Arts 
of Magick and Incantation, whilſt they were at Epheſus 
( as being a City particularly under the Juriſdiction "ot... 
the Devil ) perceiving how that no ſooner St. Pay/call'd. 
upon the Name of the Lord Feſw, but the Evil Spigits 
flew hke Lightning from the Bodies of Demonzacks ; they 
thought to do the like; and the Experiment being made 
by no leſs than ſeaven Sons of one Sceva a Few ( not being 
willing it ſeems to truſt themſelves ſingly ) all Students 
of the Black Art, in this Form of Words; We adjure you 

gin - by Jeſus whom Paul Preacheth, i. e. to depart: The Evil Spi- 
rit- anſwer'd and ſaid, Jeſus we know, and Paul we know, but 
who are ye ? And the man in whom the Evil Spirit -mas,, 
leaped on them, and overcame them, and prevailed againſt 


them, ſo that they fled out of that houſe naked aud wounded. 


So: Remarkable an Occurrence as this, could not but 
be" ſoon-Noifed abroad in fo Populons -and Inquiſitive 
q a City ; and the event was anſwerable ; For, Fear felt an 
1 EN ,Jall.dwelhng at Epheſus, both Jews and' Greeks ; and the 
— aged Name of the Lord Jeſus was magnifred. And many that be- 
 *  lieved came and confeſſed and ſhewed their deeds. _ in 
__; f er 
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farther; token of the realfity of. their Coit#ion, and 
atter A can of, their former Life ; many of then 


who had praQtiſed, theſe Magick Arts, of their own 
accord, brought their Books, and burn'd thera publick- 
ly ; which, had they been fold, would have yeilded no 
lefs than Fifty rhoufend pieces of Sihuer, $9 mightily grew 
the Word of God and prevailed. 


But Demetrius, a crafty 'Tradeſ-man, and Maſter of the 
Corporation of Silver-Smiths, who made Silver Shrines 
tor Diana, or little Temples wigh her Image in rhem, and 
had all this time been a Spy otf the Words and Actions 
of St. Paul, finding that his Religion and Fortene were 
both at ſtake, un would certainly be loſt, were not 
tome timely ſtop put to his Preaching, and Miracles ; 
he calls together the Workmen of like Occupation, 
and in a Riotous Aſſembly ( for TradeC-men are no pro- 
perReformers ) he tells them, 


There was one Pau! who had not only at Epheſus, but 
throughout all - 4fa, perverted much People ; Broaching 
a moſt Unreaſonable and Heretical Doctrine ; That they 
be no Gods, which are made with Hands ; That the 
Divinity of the Great Goddeſs Diana, had been Uni- 
verſally Acknowledg'd by all Mankind, and that her 


Worſhip had been. Efſtabliſh'd upon the Univerſal Con- ' 


ſent, and Practice of all Nations, whom not only all Afaa, 
bit the World Worſhip'd. But if what Paw! ſaid was true, 
both the Temple, and the Goddeſs would ſoon be de: 
ipiſed, and her Magnificence deſlroy'd. 


This, had he faid no more, muſt be acknowledg'd to 
have been a good ſort of Metaphyſical Argument ; but 
Demetrius knowing that Tradeſ-mens heads lie not much 
that way, was too wife to venture the Worſhip - of his 


Goddeſs, and _ with-it his AY, upon tuch '« nice - 
| 


Speculation, and therefore to make Sure'work of it, he 
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(4) 
firſt prepares the way by a right - faithful boo op 
which he knew, amongſt ſuch Auditors, would never 
fail him; Sirs, Te know that by this Craft 'we have our 
wealth, which now is in danger to be ſet at nought. And 
when they heard theſe ſayings, they were full f -wrath, and 
eryed ont ſaying, Great is Diana of the Epheſians, the Up- 
roar continuing, about- two hours, the Beaſts of Epheſus 
all that time bellowing nothing out, but Great is Diawa-..418-- 


of the Epheſians, Great is, &C. 


So that the Words are a perſet Inference from 
heap of Arguments which-went before ; Demetrius. Ar- 
gues ſtifly tor his Goddeſs, the People repeat. his Ar- 
guments, and infcr the Concluſion. Doth Paul ſay they 
be no Gods which are made with hands, and is the Ruine of 
our Goddeſs involv'd in this - ſingle Afſertion 2 .Has her 
Divinity been Acknowledg'd and Ador'd by all Nationg,.: 
and by the Romans themſelves, receiv 'd into the nun. +- 
ber of the Dez Majorum Gentium, and is our whole Fra- 
ternity ſupported: by her, and: do we and ſhe fall toge- 
ther 2 Why then, Great is Diana of the Epheftans.

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Firft. -The: whole Heathen World is. an undeniable 
Evidence, - who before” the 'coming of Our, Bleſſed Lord, 
were ſunk, ' and degenerated into'fach groſs ſottthh Opi- 

--aions' and Practices relating.to God, and Humane Nature, 
as were altogether inconſiſtent with either, and' did there- 
upen Impair and Endanger the whole Law of Nature, 
which as to the Moral World, -is no other than a Sy- 
ſtem of, Opinions and Pracices*appertaining to God, 
our ſelves, -and one another. But to keep tothe par- 
ticular inſtance in the Text ; what can be more evident 
to Senſe and Reafon, than that the Goddeſs the Silver- 
Smith made, - did not make the Silver-Smith 2  Notwith- 
ſtanding which, and rho'the whole Corporation of Silver- 

" Smiths: got their Livelftood by doing Work about her; 
nay tho -perhaps theſe very individual men had mended, 
of adorn'd her Goddeſship, when Ruinous or Ruſty ; yet 
Saint Paul muſt be exclaim'd againſt, and brought in 
dariger of his Life, for ſaying, 7 hey are no Gods which are 
made with Hands. To this may be added, that 'inhu- 
mane Practice which did of Old, and doth ' at this time 
prevail amongſt ſome Heathen Nations, of Sacrificing 
the Wite, the deareſt Friends, and moſt faithful Servants, 
at the Funerals of their ſever Relations. And what 

renders this Practice more wonderful, is, there is nothing 
of Intereſt in it, beyond the avoiding Shame and Dif- 
grace, which by long Uſe and Prattice, is clearly of their 
own making. The like may be faid, 


_ Secondly, Of the Jewiſh Church, which would not be- 
heye that ' Feſus of Nazareth was the Saviour of the 
World, but Crucified him as 2 Malefadtor, tho” the Pro- 
phecies of the Old Teſtament foretelling him to- come, 
Joynd to, and explained by the Hiſtory of Our Lord's 


Life,

Life and Death, did {, plaigly Neſcribe, and Poing out 
his Perſ6n, he it was Fe any nl os Na 
tion which acknowledg'd the Divine Original of them, as 
the Jews did, ſhould be more Evident to Reaſon, or 
more Convictive of the Judgment, And yet alafs, afl 
theſe ſignified no more, againſt the Education and Prin- 
ciples which then prevail'd, by which they. were taught 
to expect a Temporal Meſeas, nor againſt the ſenſual 
Intereſt, and worldly Grandure . of that Church, than 
Bullets ſhot againſt a Marble ſtone. 


Nay, when theſe forcible Weapons were afterwards 
manag d by an Omnipotent Arm,. and received an Ad- 
ditional Strength, and a New Edge, by the Acceſſion 
of the Miracle of the Reſurrection, yet made they lit- 
tle or no Impreſſion on the Jewiſh. Church, but a veg 
Fatal one. upon the Publican, and Fiſhermen, with ther 
Followers, who were the Preachers of that Divine No- 
Qrine. Of all which Our Lord has given a moſt;,Wike 
profound Reaſon. How can ye Believe, that receive Flongur 
of Men ? That is, 'tis Morally impoſſible ye ſhould. 
But beyond theſe, and all other inſtances in the World 


put together, 


Thirdly, The Romiſh Church is the fulleſt proof how 
much it is within the Power of Intereſt and Education, 
to warp the Judgment againſt the cleareſt Evidence of 
Senſe, Reaſon, and Scripture. Of a great heap of Opi- 
Nions, to ſingle out but a tew. | 


What can be more againſt the clear Evidence of Scrip- 
ture, than half Communion z What. more againſt Senlc 
'and- Reaſon, than .that Popes, and ,Conncils, who, for 
theſe many, years , have been, doing little, but contra- 
dicting not-only one another, but themſelves, ſhould fet 
up for Infallibity > Reaſon tells they may be deceiv'd, 
'Seaſe and Experience tell that they are ſo, and = 

b Ve 
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have: not yet been able to urge the leaſt planſible Ar- 
gumeont; -to proys their Exemption from the common 
calamity of Humane' Nature. What more againſt the 
common Reaſon of Mankind, and the Evidence of Scrip- 
ture, than, that ſince Prayer is a lifting up of the. Heart 
to God, giving Thanks for what we have receiv'd, ' and 
;imptoring what we: need, : men ſhould not be permitted 
to pray to God ina Tongue they nnderitand ? 


Or what more "againſt the Evidence of Senſe, Reaſon, 
and Scripture, than the'Monſtrous DofRtrine of Tran- 
ſubſtantiation > Which to go -abont to contute, would 
be to abufe the Auditory. A Doctrine, whick it -any 
thing in Senſe, Reafon, or Scripture be true, 1s cer- 
tainty falſe. A DoQrme which as one has malt inge- 
niouſly- obſerv'd, 'if it be' true; 'tis the moſt ill natur'd 
wath in the World, for 'twilt permit nothing -elſe to be 
true beſides 'it ſet. Aand Laſtly 's DoQrine, in favour 
of which were a Miracle wrought, it could not prove it 
true, in- as much as after fuch a Miracle wrought, we 
ſhould have the ſame Reaſon to believe rhe Doctrine 
to be falſe, that we had to believe the Afiracle was 
true. 


And yet to the Eternal Diſgrace of the Romiſh Church, 
they have laid the greateſt Wits of Zxrope, both of our 
Church, and their own, under an abfohute neceſſity of 
ſpending the Flower of their Years, and the Strength 
ot'their Parts, in Reading and Writing 'great Volumes, 
for, and againſt this portentous Doctrine ; tho' after 
all their Labours and Study, they can arrive te no 
more knowledge in the whole matter, than what every 
Child of Six years of Age has; wiz, To know that 
Bread is'Bread, Thus much Intereſt, and Education, is 
able to do againſt the ſtrongeſt, and moſt unconteſted 
Evidence ; of the latter of which 1 think: the World 
has not a fuller proof than the"grofs body of this] Na- 

t10N 


.tion.in which we liye- affords us, 'who: have :noto he 
leaſt -imaginable ſhadow of Reaſon, why-they +are: 
Papiſts, than Proteſtants, . but that- 'twas -the Religion 
their Fathers profeſt before them ; papctag nothing in 
their Defence, ;but this, as 'tis notoriouſly known to al 
who converſe with them. And'\now 'twere to be wiſht 
theſe i _ all- that are -eoncerned in this -4mputa- 
tion : but ay 


Fourthly, Every Sect of Sept, has-a ſhare in it more 
or lefs, as 'twere eaſe to inſtance . in the feveral Fahi- 
ons which of late ygaps 'have prevail d -among{t us, 
well nigh to the- uttgg” Wolation of one of: the -malt 
Flouriſhing Kingdoms, and Apoſtolick Churches tn the 
World ; whoſe Wounds are' yet Green and Gaping; fo 
that the Romiſh Church is more Catholick than we 
Proteſtants think of ; extending it ſelf not only to Rome; 
and other Places ſubje&_ to the Papal Power, but to 
Geneva- likewiſe, and thoſe who value themſelves moſt 
for having no. Communion with her. I fay 'twere eaſte 
to inſtance in the Opinions and Practices, but | forbear ; 
this being a day hallow'd by the Blood: of many thous 
ſand Innocents to the Romiſh Church, and upon that 
account, 'tis great pity but it ſhould be all their own.

- Thus the Palladiww, or Image of 
Pallas, was Kept and Worlhipd. with great Vencration, 
firlt by. the Trojans, afterward by the Ramans, as belie- 
ving it to have falln down from: Heaven,: and by them 
kept in the Temple of Yeſta ; where, it we have a Faith 
ſtrong enough to beheve them, the Woadden Goddeſs 
frequently ſhook her Spear, and roul'd her Eyes: in her 
Head ; which 'the 'Romaniſts have. much out-done ; the 
Virgin Mary not only moving her Eyes, but Weeping 
likewiſe upon Solemn Occaſions. And thus the Roman 
Ancile or Buckler, is reported to have fall'n trom;

The. agreement which - hitherto has. been manifeſted, 
has been made. only ' at .the colt 'of. Mens 'Squls, and 
thoſe, of their own Communion ; but not, content, with 
this, and. ſinee God 'in his Wonderful, . and never often 
enovgh to .be remembred. Mercy to theſe Kingdoms, 
Infinitely exceeding the /Mercies of this Day, has hin- 
.derd them from: deſtroying: our Souls, . they have been 
reſolutely bent to deſtroy our /Bodies, which brings us 
to the laſt Branch of this particular. 


Secondly, Their agreement as to the Practices of Blood 
and.Cruelty. A ſingle Inſtance-of which as, to the Hea- 
thens, we - have in this: Chapter (and; many in after A- 
ges of it ) the Ephefrans. having decreed. St.. Paul to. be 
thrown. to' Wild Beaſts to be devourd by them, as is 
more than probable, ,nay, well nigh evident from ſome 
places. of Scripture + compar'd together,- . had we .. but 
time to inſiſt on + them. And 'to+ this | it 15 he relates, 
when he tells ' us, _ he .faught with Beaſts at Epheſus ; 3. 
was condemn'd to it, and had certainly done it, had not 
God wonderfully deliver'd him. 


And this | their Barbarous uſage of St. Paul, who 
came in the -Endearments of Love to. ſhew them the 
way . to Life, and Immortality, gives an occaſion a 
while to Refle&t on, 'and compare the Cruelties of the 
Romiſh - Church with theirs, which , they have been 
pleas'd [to exerciſe us with, fer no other.

- Amongft © which the 
Maſlacres of Parts, ' and. Ireland, the horrid Gun-powder 
Treaſon, as black and . hellith in the Contrivance, and 
deſignd to be as bloody in the Execution as the reſt; 
are yet reeking and freſh in our Memories, 


So that if in other things, there has been found ſuch 
an exact Harmony betwixt the Heathen, and the Romiſh 
Church, that they may in ſome ſenſe rather be ſaid to be 
the ſame, than to agree ; in this of Blood and Cruelty, 
it is to be;feard the Romiſh Church will be found to 
have much ſurpaſt it. ... In proof; of which, if all the' An- 
nals, and Records of Time were Cancel'd, all the Mo- 
numents of Papal Cruelty defac'd, fave the Memory of 
this day, this ſingle day were ſufficient to convince all 
Mankind, that have not abjur'd their Senſe, and Reaſon; 
how much the One has out-done the Other. 


A Day, the ſorrowſul Relation of which, may te be- 
gun by ſeveral here whoſe Eyes are now intent upon me, 
in the-ſame Doleful Strains, wherewith Axeas is faid to

and Turks, and the Religion they profeſs ; - but'fix" a 
laſting Reproach upon the Son 'of God, the Meek, and 
the "Holy Feſws, and his Peaceful Dottrine, ' amongſt 
them who .judge of - Chriſtian' Principles, by Roman 
Practices ; and Jatty, a Day: which 2! Good Men of 
that Communion fhall filently in ſecret lament for ever, 
all Bad Men deny it, whilſt they only who have quite 
degenerated into Wolves, and Tygers, fhall glory and 
triumph in it. | | 


This is the Cruelty, which nothing that we know of 
cither in Jewith, or Heathen Story ( abating the Butche- 
ry of our Blefſed Lord, with which 'twere inmpious to 
compare any. thing, as being beyond cortipare ) tas yet 
equal'd ; but that which feems to bid faite(t for'it, is, 
the Murder of the Innocents by Bloody Hered, 'and. the 
Ten Bloody Perſecutions by the Roman Emperors. But 
how far both theſe have fall'n ſhort of 'this Day, us to 
the Aggravating Circumſtanees of each, will appear." 


In that Hered's Cruelty. extended it ſelf ( as 'tis evi- 
dent from - the Deſign of that Maffacre ) to Males only, 
and thoſe but of Two Years of Age, or under, and: 
within the Confines only ofa little Village, and the 
Territories, of it, which" coufd-not but exceedingly fefſen 
the Numbers, and abate the Horror of the Fact, whilſt 
the Craelty of this Day was confir'd within no bounds, 
but ravaging over a Whole Spacious Kingdom, ſpar'd 
neither Age, nor Sex '; againſt which either Piety, 
Innocence of Infants to invite 'Compaſiren,” wor the In- 
firmity of Age to beg it, n6 nor" the Strength of Va- 
liant Men, gave the leaſt Security, as being unarm'd, 
and aſleep, but all were alike involy'd in the fame miſe- 
rable. Rune, CO JIDUng 
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 Againg that- which muſt be acknowkdg'd to turn the 
Scale exceedingly in favour of Zered, was, that what 
he did was purely upon principles of State, to ſecure 
the Crown to himſelf, and the Succeſſion of it to his Fa- 
mily. And truly no wonder ſuch a petty precarious 
Prince 'as Herod, was jealous of, his Crown, ſince the 
great Lords of the Univerſe, the Roman Emperors, were 
not free from - Jealouſie, that they who ſhould Go- 
vern the World, were to come out of Fudea, of which 
they had been admonith't by a Prophetick Oracle, Ex 
Judea profett; rerum potirentur, Recorded by Tacitus, Sueto- 
nigs, and other Heathen Authors, which became matter 
to them of great Apprehenſion. Whilſt we were Mur- 
derd purely to ſhew us the way to Heaven, and to ad- 
vance the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt ; tho' he himſelf dy'd 
to fave the Blood of this day ſrom being fpilt, z, e. to 
plant the Dottrine of Peace and Charity, but the Roma- 
zifs have Defeated his Pailion of that end. 


Among(t the Heathen Cruelties, the greateſt were un- 
dergone- by Chriſtians, in Fen Bloody Proſecutions, 
ander the. Roman Emperors, and are handed down to us 
in the Martyrologies of the Church ; but even theſe as 
to many circumſtances of aggravation, fell ſhort of what 
this miſerable Nation ſuffer'd. 


For what the Primirive Chriſtians ſufſer'd, was by force 
of an Eſtablitht Law of the Empire; which tho' anjuſt, 
yet they had a fair Tryal, and many times great and 
effetual Arts were us'd not only to fave them upon rheir 
Fryals, but to hinder them likewiſe from being Try'd ; 
as may appear by 7rajavs Refcript to Pliny, in tavour of 
them. But we 'd. not only without, but againſt the 
force of all the Muncipal Laws of the Land, which were 
i favour of us, and not only againſt them, bus alfo a- 
gamlſt the Laws of Friendſhip, of Murual Obligations, 
and Hoſpitality, which us'd to. be fo Sacred' in this 
Nation. The 
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The Primitive Chriſtians had time given them' to pre- 
pare for Death; had their Friends about them to miniſter 
Comfort to them, were Executed in the Face of the Sun, 
were permitted to call upon their God, and allow'd a 
decent Burial ; whilſt we fell Sacrifices_ to the inſatiable 
rage of our profeſt Friends, in the dead ſilence of Night, 
had not time to prepare for Death, nor to cry to God tor 
mercy, but were hurried before the Tribunal of another 
World, before we well knew we were leaving this, and 
our mangl'd Carcaſles expoſs'd to the Birds of the Air, 
and the Beaſls of the Field; 


To conclude, what the Primitive Chriſtians ſuffer'd, 
was from the profeſt Enemies of the Croſs of Chriſt, 
not inlighten'd by the Goſpel, but under ſtrong, and. in- 
veterate prejudices again(t it ; whilſt our Blood was fpilt 
by Chriſtian Hands, and Offer'd up upon Chriſtian AL 
tars; and what carries the aggravation yet higher, that 
very Order of men, which beyond all other Chriſtians, 
profeſs themſelves to be of the. Soctety of Jeſus, were the 
contrivers of all theſe miſchieſs ; they Decreed vs to 
Death, nay, were the Superviſors in many places, to put 
the Sentence in Execution. 


To add the- laſt finiſhing and maſter ſtroke to all 
which, all theſe Barbarities are laid upon the moſt Righ- 
teous, the Meekeſt, the Mildeſt, and beſt of Princes ; a 
Prince who(abating the inſeparable Infirmities of mankind) 
had no Crime beyond good Nature and Modeſt ; a man 
who. by Nature .was ſo inclin'd to Forgive, and by his 
Enemies ſo us'd to it, that he had quite forgotten that 
Reſentment, which is ſo inſeparable from other Princes, 
and fo neceſſary in all ; one who was ever. jealous of his 
own abilities, tho' wonderfully great ; had no defe&: in 
Wiſdom, - but that he. was willing to Learn, where he 
was/able'to Dictate. It is-of 'this Prince, they fay (tho 
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with,' a- far different. intention from that of Pilate's) Fake 196 | 


Behold the Man,- that they might at once Murder his Re-* 
putation, and his Perſon, But it is the pecyliar of the Ro- 
miſh Church, to attempt nothing but what is Great and 
Monſtrous 'in its kind, horrid and affrightful, againſt 
Senſe, againſt Reaſon, againſt Experience, and againſt 
Humanity, 


But the higheſt Aggravation remains yet untouch'd ; 
the Romiſh Church 1s not yet glutted, no not ſo much 
as fatiated with Blood ; but Lke the Grave and Barren 
Womb (thoſe only Hieroglyphicks of it) cry Give, Give. 
The Babyloniſh Furnaces do yet rage, and we muſt ne- 
ver expect they will be permitted to go out, whilſt the 
Hoſt, the golden Image of the Pope, is every where 
Erefted, and there be any Children of the | Captivity 
found who refuſe to bow down to it. And of ſuch, we 
hepe ( if ever a ſad occaſion ſhall be offer'dY there will 
always be. great numbers among(t us, who for the Word 
of God, and the 7, eſtimony of a good Conſcience, will not 
only patiently, but chearſully ſuffer, whatever the 
rage and fury of our Enemies, hall think fit to expoſe 
us to, or lay us under. 


And now we proceed to the Third and Laſt parti- 
cular. 


Thirdly. The wonderful force of a miſguided, and ill- 
grounded Zeal, which uſually 1s fiercer, and more im- 
petuous than a true one: Of whieh much need not be 
ſaid (were there time for it) ſince what has been already 
offer'd, is a 'full proof of it; and of which we have two 
more very plain ones in this Chapter, v4z. St. Pal before 
his Converſion, compar'd with himſelf afterwards; and 
the Behaviour of Demetrius, with that of the Town-Clerk's. 
Of St. Paul before his Converſion, we have this, and a 
much 
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much larger account 'of the fare 'Nature :- That he hs. 
led-Chriſtia men and women to Prif6n,” breathing out - 
threatnings, and ſlaughter tgainſt them, conſenting t> 
their Death, and ſometimes aſſiſting at #. 'None., of 
which we hear of him after his Converſion, when. he 
had a better Cauſe and 2 well grounded- Zeal ;. and. ] 
Judge no one will ſay St. Paul was a leſs zealous Chri- 
{tian, than he had been a Jew. He with the reſt of the 
Apoſtles could peaceably lay down their Lives mm De- 
fence,, and Proot of what they faid ; but they knew no- 
thing of taking. away the Eives of other men, becauſe 
they would not believe them. They told their Hearers, 
that Chriſt was a Heavenly-born Perſon, and ' they en- 
deavourd to convince them by Reaſon, Scripture; 
(where: it was proper,) and Miracles that they ſpake 
truth ; but we never find them ſharpning their Argy- 
ments, nor driving them in with Fire and Sword ; to 
nor {0 much as als, out for two hours; Great is Jeſas 


of Nazareth, great is Feſus of Nazareth. 


The ſame difference is moſt Remarkable in Demetrias's, 
and the Town-Clerk's condu@ of themſelves ; the former 
of whom, had all the marks of an intemperate, ill- 
grounded Zeal.; a falſe Worſhip to advance, and a righ- 
tcous one to oppoſe, an evil intention to promote gain, 
and an unlawful means, a riotous Afſembly ; and the 
want of 2 lawful call, neither the Law of the Empire, 
nor. of. Epheſus (nor as T1 be&lieve of any well Govern'd 
Common-wealth under Heaven) permitting Mechanicks 
to Aſſemble the Emperors SubjeQs at pleature, and Ha- 
-rangue to them about Religion. 


- Whilſt on the other hand . the Recorder, an hone(t 
judicious perſon, and a moſt Exceltent Orator, who was 
more zealous for his Religion, and argued better for 'it 
than. Demetrius had done, kept himfelf with in the
